wl th BISHOP o^the book and that POLLICK has been supply Ing 
him with information. Judge KAUFMAN indicated that he had”" '. 
become somewhat concerned with the delay in making any progress*'* 
on the book and that he thought that possibly the best interests 
of the Bureau were not being protected. He related that 
initially Mr. NICHOLS at the Bureau had been working with 
JIM BISHOP on the book and things seemed to be moving along Soe! 
very nicely when the Bureau was handling the matter. However,ScA 
he stated he had gathered the impression that the Bureau 
had dropped out of the picture and that POLLICK had more or 
less taken over. He further stated that he wanted to be sure 
that the Bureau received its Just share of credit for the 
outstanding investigative Job it had done on the ROSENBERG 
CASE and that he was fearful this would not happen if we 
permitted POLLICK to do all of the work for BISHOP. He also 
thought that if the Bureau would re-establish its contact 
with BISHOP that possibly the writing of the book could be 
expedited* I told Judge KAUFMAN that I would check into the ./ 
matter and let him know the present status as regards the - ■ *; 

Bureau’s position in this matter. 

On 5/2/58, I talked with Inspector C. D. DE LOACH 
at the Bureau and furnished him with the foregoing comments 
of Judge KAUFMAN. INSPECTOR DE LOACH stated that the Bureau 
has been working with BISHOP in connection with this book 
and has been steadily supplying him with information. In fact, 
BISHOP had been In Washington during the previous week and 
had conversed with both Nr. DE LOACH and Mr. NEASE. He stated 
that the Bureau’s relationships with BISHOP had been most 
cordial, but that the Bureau was not in any position to press 
BISHOP in completing the book. Mr. DE LOACH explained that

Mr. DE LOACH stated that while the Bureau has been " ‘ 
very happy to work with BISHOP on the book, that the same 
does not apply to POLLICK. He stated that POLLICK became 
persona non grata with the Bureau when he worked with former 
Assistant Attorney General TOMPKINS on the story that appeared 
in "Look Magazine” concerning the ABEL CASE, which glorified 
the alleged work done by the Department and negated that - :-.u 
done by the Bureau. For this reason, the Bureau has refused 
to Join hands with POLLICK. in any liaison with BISHOP ' 
concerning the ROSENBERG CASE. Mr, DE LOACH stated that'Dr^/* 
should inform Judge KAUFMAN of the fact that officials 
at the Bureau had been working with BISHOP concerning the 
story, and had been providing him with every possible assistance 
however, that I should point out to Judge KAUFMAN that there 
is no way that the Bureau can bring any pressure to bear 
on BISHOP, to devote additional time to the story,. He 
further instructed that I not indicate to judge KAUFMAN the T. .v, 
nature of the Bureau’s relationships with POLLICK. 

On 5/2/58, I called Judge KAUFMAN and furnished 
him with the data supplied by Inspector DE LOACH. Judge 
KAUFMAN stated that he was very pleased to receive this 
information and to know that the Bureau was cooperating 
with BISHOP in supplying information about the Bureau’s 
part in this investigation. However, he added that he was 
still disappointed that BISHOP was not going to be able 
to complete the book for another year. 

On 5/7/38, Inspector DE LOACH called and stated 
that the Director had approved my advising Judge KAUFMAN 
of the background concerning the Bureau’s relationships 
with POLLICK and the reason for our refusal to work with 
him on the book.

96-5 has been mado 
available in its entirety to the above files 
inasmuch as it set forth valuable and detailed 
Information regarding the relationship between 
the SvA" and the Young Socialist Alliance (YSA) 
si>ocifically,;-and the leftist youth movement 
generally, in recent months. Prom a review cf the 
material it can be determined that it was 
probably written early in Larch, 1955. 
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The conclusions of the writer 

v^ere that although the YSA was Initiated by 
the SWP and depended on the S\JF for Its 
existence it had developed into an *’ unstable 
centrist formation*' in which the political 
ideas of the Sl/P were not getting across* The 
organizational disintegration of the YSA was 
prodicuii * due to the political diversity of Its 
meiiibership. It was further set forth, “we are 
in this youth business .* *xcr two main 
ree.sona; to build and oduente a cadre of young 
rev-lutionis'^r who v^lll devote' their lives 
to ''.ha f.ti*ugr.,le for socialism, and to participate 
in ilia dt.y-tc. ■ day struggles of young workers 
and students as a means of furthering these 
struggles and at the same time of raising the 
level of politcal ccnsclouanens of the youth."

Citing the lack of a horrcgenous 
political viewpoint in tho ySA, it was set 
forth, "A political organization without a 
political prograra cannot last?’

Look at vjhat happened to a tendency which 
minimized the importance of program, of political 
ideas-the Bartell group: it has simply

In any case, some 
of these six (a microcosm to be sure) came 
from an lYL b.'ichgroundo Meanwhile, the 
AYS ini via tel .by the SV.T in IJevj York, was making 
goouteadv^ay and had some close sympathizers 
from a similar background. 

"The picture is complicated: there was 
an organic merger of the LV/C and the S d' . youth,

SA JOSEPH T. QUIGLEY 


The May Day rally took place in the Carnegie Hall 
between 7; 30 PM and 10; 40PM. The entran.^e to the Hall was 
thickly stuffed by members of the Committee to free Morton 
Sobell. They demanded from everybody who was entering the 
Hall to sign a petition. Also, v;oiiien were selling May flowers 
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vy 97 "169 


to help the May Day Committee in financing the I-lay Day 
celebration* 

The audience of the May Day rally consisted of middle 
and old age people; there v^ere also a fev; young men and women 
and a few Negroes^ Puerto flicans and Oriental people. 

On the stage, in front of tlie picture portraying a peace 
theme, were seated: Dr. Rabenstalm, Messrs. Patterson, Davis, • 
Weinstoclc-, Thompson, a man who marched on May Day baak in3B66, 
the artist who drew the peace theme picture, and others. 

The celebration began by singing our National 
Anthem. Tl^e first speaker was Mr. Pact arson, who was also 
moderator of the meeting. He complained that this year they 
must limit their celebration of the May Day to Carnegie Hall 
because they V7ere not allowed to parade in the Union Square. 

Ba also said that it was a pity that their main speaker, Mr. 
Lombardo Toledo, from Mexico, V7as denied visa by the Federal 
Government to come to New York. Ha made the following 
proclamations, as requests to locaT and Fed. Gov't; 

1. Stop nuclear tests and join Russia in the 
"summit meeting," 

2. Let Morton So bell cut of imprisonment, 

3» Stop racial and minority discrimination and 
bombir;^“of Jewish centers in the South, 

4. Allow May Day to be celebrated again in the 
Union Square, 

5. Stop persecuting CP and Its members. 

Each proclamation was applauded very enthusiastically 
by the audience. 

The next speaker was Mr. Thompson. He spoke very 
briefly and carefully and said that he was very grateful to 
the audience for his being out of imprisonment, and that he 
did not expect to see .:uoh a big audloncb.and that this is 
certainly a sympton of the grov/th of labor movement. He 
also said that he believed in the victory of labor class, and 
that we should look forvjard to the day (f^ay 9, 1958 ) when 
Paul Robeson will sing in this Hall and through him the whole 
nation will sing.

State. He said that our Government should pay less attention 
to the activities of CP and be more concerned v;lth the vital 
problems o.f today recession, unsnployment., racial and 
religious discrimination, etc. He also mentioned that the US 
Gov‘t should ban the nuclear weapon test and Join Russia in 
summit meeting.

"Honored guests arrived on platform aprox. 
8:15 PM. Singing of the National Anthei;;. Master of 
Ceremonies VJ illlam Patterso n opened meeting with 
the greet ing s ^ Fr 1 encTs^, Comrades and fellow Americans*. 
Extended greetings to vjorkers throughout the world. 

Gave brief History of May Day. Started in Chicago I886 
(72 years ago). Aprox, 69 years ago this was spr^ to 
express an independent solidarity of the Labor Class. 
'Today in Moscow and other cities of the USSR, Prague, 
China, Belgrade, Budapest, it is celebrated with 
victorious banners. War is no longer a policy ... The 
combined strength of capitals such as Chona Egypt etc 
(and other leading cities of areas not completely 
dominated by USSR) there is today new freedoms, both 
moral and spiritual, with leadership in the hands of the 
workers, with the goal to have Radism and Religious 
Bigotry'. Mr. Patterson then introduced the next 
speaker with the following 'Progressive, Px'oud of the 
Labor Movement, Former Member N.Y.U, Philosphy Dept.^ 
Principhii of Robert Louis Stevenson High School for 
18 years, author of the biography of Marcan^onin 
(applause & cheers) Annette Rubenstein'. 


" Annette Rubenstein stated that Mayor Wagner 
was the first New York Mayor to 'ban the streets to 
workers'. In the past the parades gave the message 
and the words from the platform were secondary, 'Tonight 
the platform must express the roads.' Her topic was 
'Culture, Literature and Politics'. Art is a weapon - 
The greatest artists have deep political convictions. 
Quoting from an Interview of Picasso by a reported. 
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’'Picasso said, *VIhat do you think an artist is 
an imbecile? The greater the artist the more 
deeply he Is Involved in political thinking. * Miss 
Rubenstein continued - ‘Great artists have spoken 
for the people, Tvjo great contemporary leaders 
Sean O’Casey and Bertold Brecht (?) v/ere proud to 
say they are Communists. Bernard Shav; admitted 
his Socialistic beliefs. *In America the pre Civil 
V/ar South Society v;lth all its claims of culture 
contribured little to /’jnerlca while the only contribution 
to culture has come from the Negro Spirituals, of 
those in bondage and slavery suffering under a 
ruling class. ’ In recent history during the past 
World War I and depression days great literature 
has been produced such as ’Farewell to Anns’, ’Alls 
Quiet On the V/estern Front’ written In times of 
stress. ’The Grapes of Wrath’ by John Steinbeck 
written when he had deep political beliefs. His 
work after his leaving the Communist Party and left 
political beliefs suffered decadence. ’Great artists 
must be redical to be great’. Art is a weapon, not 
a leisure or something soft, great art steels men 
for struggle. The great Russian literature came out 
of the period of Revolution. Miss Rubenstein continued 
that she is now the editor of a cultural magazine called 
’Mainstream' with a publication of less than 4000 . 

She stated we must live in the present, we cannot 
live in the past or future. She concluded with the 
reading of a poem by/, aron Kramer which was a tribute 
to Paul Robeson depicting him as the Symbol of labor, 
the downtrodden and in his voice he reflects you, 
the worker. 
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"Mr. Patterson announced briefly, 'And now 
the "Voices of May Day”'". A young man approached the 
microphone (v/ho later sang; believed named Wilbur 
Brov;n). Off stage group sang, 'The Marseille', the 
song of freedom. Quotations from 1885 leaders 1st 
May Day- and tiie objectives of May Day. And because 
of the great contributions of the Jewish labor 
movement in the organization of labor in New York - 
all were asked to Join in the tribute to Israel on 
its 10th Anniversary. There v;as introduced Miss 
Sylvia Kahn to sing a tribute to the Jewish people. 

Her first Hebrew song depicted that 'pj rh ♦:p‘.‘'£nes's 
shall Triumph. • Her second song In Hebrew depicted the 
woes of those who suffer poverty and the problems of 
(’dida gelt') 'Dent Money*'. Her concluding number 
was from a vital opera written back in 1930' s and 
depression called, 'The Cradle Hill Rock'. It is 
the story of a union labor leader who was murdered 
and his sister calls the press together and in song 
asks, 'How many must be murdered, beaten etc. till 
v;orld will recognize the problem of the labor. The 
song ms about her brother named 'Joe Worker'. 

•'A young unidentified lady in a red 
t^ored suit Introduced (Wilbur Brown) a tenor to 
pay tribute to the contributions of the Irish labor 
leaders to America. He sang 'The Minstrel Boy', and 
its depicting of slavery and death by the oppression. 
The young lady told of Beethoven's beliefs and the 
needs of poor humanity. The tenor (V/ilbur Brown) 
sang 'Tosca' by Puccini and the piano soloist paid 
tribute to Beethoven by playing one of his selections. 

"Next the off stage voices cried out to 
'unite the families of Sobell, Uinston, Green and 
Potash and release them from the death by the ruling 
class'. The v/orkers have the courage to free them. 

Five years ago Lionel Davis wrote the music to the 
farewell message of Ethel Rosenberg to her sons. It 
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’’depicted the sad separation and all the many 
things that must be accomplished >by all for 
Justice etc. in the world*. The tenor took the 
mike and stated that after 10 years the Taft 
Hartly Act Is still on the books, the recent 
Jacksonville Bombings etc. still continue. Ve 
can look forward to future promise and hope. 

’The earth is rising on a new foundation, a better 
world is now in Birth*. All were asked to Join in 
singing the v;ords of 'Hymn for the Nations' to the 
strains of Beethoven IX (for words see attached 
copy at end of report). (End of 'Voices of May'). 

”Mr. Patterson announced that Carnegie 
Hall was full to capacity, 2700 tickets sold. He 
then introduced Mr. Hugo Gellert who drew large 
mural depicting the day of May 1st, 1958 . Informant 
submitted sketch entitled, 'Ban All Atomic Weapon 
Tests', This depicted white and negro shaking hands 
in unity while the scientist is being pulled away 
from his H bomb. Reference made to fact that the 
face of the scientist resembled 'Dulles*. 

r "Mr. Patterson introduced for a bow, 

Morris c 1 ^ who parade d in the 1890 May Day ■ 
Parade. He read greeting from *01da Goda' (?) 
the premier of British Gulaha - a peoples government 
Also from Picasso and Rev. Johnson, ‘The Dean of 
Canterbury* . Also greetings from 12 British 
labor units and one from the Head of the Academy 
of Science of China. Mr. Pattei^son then introduced 
the former secretary - treasurer of the Painters 
Union - active in May Day for many years. 
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"Louis V/einstock. He stated that 'on 
May Day we celebrate the a'cHlevements of the past 
and If^ok ahead to tasks ahead, as long as people 
suffer*. We must oppose the threat of the Atomic 
and Hydrogen Bombs, Labor cannot rest. 

"The joining together of the AFL and 
the CIO is not complete we must work to make It 
further organized. He believed that the World 
Federation of Labor unions, if given a chance, could 
accomplish the alms of labor. To stop the A Bomb. 

"Todays radio told of the parade In the 
USSR where there are banners of peace. Every major 
city of the East and West had parades 'demanding 
peace* - What does our Congress do 'it debates' 

'while 6 million unemployed want work'. 

"Louis We in stock then recalled with a 
copy of N.Y. Herald (May 1, 1886 Saturday) how labor 
wanted I6 hour day of the brev/ers reduced to 12 
hours, some others 14 hours reduced to 10, etc. 

By the labor movement the work day has been reduced 
to 8 hours. But this has been a bloody struggle 
and \tlll continue to be one. He told that on the 
last 3 May Days (1955-6-7) he vms in jail for in 
January 1955^ he was sentenced to 5 years because 
all he asked for was 'a rewording of the subpoena'. 

It had been made out to 'The United May Day Committee' 
and he wished it to be made out to 'The United Labor 
and Peoples Committee for May Day. ' This supoena 
was from the Subverslv^e Action Control (?) Board. 

He stated 'hundreds of thousands of dollars were 
spent because the Justice Department would not 
change the si^oena. 
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"In contrast. In April 1958 (?) the 
Attorney Genei’al Brownell, the chief prosecutor, 
along with his friend Lav^er Thomas Dewey, representing 
the AT & T, eat dovm at a coffee ‘klotch* after 
dinner and dropped the monopoly change card case 
against AT & T. 

"Yet in contrast, thePBI stoolplgeons 
and N.Y. Police lined up in the corridors in 
Washington, D. C. to say that they heard Louis 
We in stock speaking in Union Square and using 
interchangedly the *United May Day Committee* 
and 'The United Labor & Peoples Committee May Day*. 

The stoolplgeons expenses paid by the New York 
Police Department and by your taxes. He was found 
guilty. Later on while he was in ■ jail in Danbury, 
the decision was reversed by appeals court and he 
was freed. Persecution by the Department of Justice 
shows a pattem to bleed the v^orklng class and 
intimidate for a ‘better class.* 

“The AT & T monopolies want to smash 
the workers. That is why they have destroyed 
‘The Dally V/orker* the last labor paper. We must 
pledge 


(1) to return a larger & stronger 'Dally 
VJorker • 

(2) Return of the May Day celebration 

"Tlie program was Interupted to allow the, 
sale of copies of Paul Robeson's Book, 'Here I Stand* 
(attached) to raise $5000 for the continuance of the 
struggle to return the May Day celebration. 

"Mr, Patterson anno\inced greetings from 
Jack Me Manus or tiie * Guardian ' , Roclu-jell Kent, a 
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leading artist and a pledge for Vincent Lombardo 
Toledano^ President of the ‘Federation of Latlc 
American Labor* . Mr, Patterson introduced the 
editor of a progressive Jewish Dally ^ 'The Morning . 
Frelheit‘ (?). 

"Mr. Paul Novick. He remenisced on 
some past May Days and wHa^ it meant “1:0 Jewish 
workers. For their problems were all labor problems 
There v;as (1) Anti-Semitism - (2) The Bombing of 
Jacksonville Synagog (3) Segregation problem. 

He stated the Jewish workers need allies of the 
Negro and other suffering minorities and forward 
looking people. He stated the 'Homing Freiheit* 
Joins the Zionists and Anti-Zionist, the religious 
and non religious to take up these problems. He 
did crltize the Israel Government (but not the 
Israeli people) for their failure to live up to 
their constitution. He asked that no arms to 
Mid “Zast (Both Israeli and Arabs). He stated 
that Israeli vjas fom\ed by the help of Socialist 
governments. He is proud of the Jewish people 
who work collectively and Join in the Marxist 
movement. He encourages co-exlstance. He crltized 
those v/ho accuse the USSR of Anti-Semitism. He 
says those who crltize are those who will not help 
segregation and v/ant the arming of V7est Germany . 
where anti- semit ism is growing. He stated the USSR 
was one of the first (if not the first) countries 
to brand einti- semit ism as a crime. He says that 
there are 3 million Jews In Russia and they v/ere 
saved as v;ell as many Polish Jews by the USSR. He 
said other Socialist states follov:ed the USSR In 
protecting the Jev;. 
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“ ’The USSR wants to save the lives of all 
people*, 'America must he aroused to oppose the 
machinations of the Imperialists*, 

*’ 'Today here in NY people are burned 
to death in firetraps. Suicides daily as a result 
of uneinplojrment. May Day - fi^ht for Socialism - 
a glorious America in a glorious Uorld* , 

’’Mr. Patterson - A Resolution j'l. In 
the wake of llorjds Ecomonlc Condition - the Negro 
suffers. He is the last to be hired and the first 
to be fired because of descrirninatory grounds. Let 
us pass a Free liltiploj,TTient Act \?ith teeth to 
enforce It. 'The J;'xksonvllle Incident and acts 
of violence continue by .... Poi-'ces of the South. 
The FBI must ^ -.'.gorously find the pei'Tpetrators. To 
guarantee the I'ights of Negro and Jev;. ’ To be 
sent to Justice Depai'tment - Resolution moved and- 
unanimously adopted approval. 

"A Resolution That America decree 

a Cfejjtion of all atomic tests for nov; and for 
all generations to come. To stop no;/ & cancel, 
scheduled tests. Also our government must remove 
all obstacles to Summit meetings - call on all 
trade vinions and Individuals to stop atomic tests. 
Call on Governor Han^lman and Mayor VJagner to 
memorialze (memorialize?) President Bisenhov/er to 
stop atomic tests. Voted unanimously. 

"Mr, Patterson then introduced *An 
American Hero' who at first anti fascist Joined 
the Spanish Forces and wounded fighting Hitler & ■ 
Mussolini. 
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”ln VJorld War II & wounded - convicted In First 
Foley Square trial for contempt of court attempted - 
murder of Thorrpson whila* in prison. Oregon Bom. 

Mr. Thonpaon- 'Friends and Comrades'. Told of being 
a Smith Act prisoner and released in July, 1957. - 
Recalled rally at Carnegie Hall v/hen he was released. 
'It has been a tough winter for the follov/ers of 
the left and especially the Marxist left but this 
rally (5/1/58) vrith its large enthusiastic 
turnout is s^nnholic of our weathering the rough 
year ' . Also the fact that cn May 9th 1958 "-t Carnegie 
Hall, ?aul Uobeson will sing agaJ.n isf^miboltc of 
the weathering t:?.e rovigh year. (applauDe & cheers). 
'Now is the time for building the Communist Party. 
Bring' Winston, Gill G"‘een and Potash out of Prison.

An lnfom]ant advised on Mey 2$, 1957# the Wash- 
ington Sobell Committee (VSC) continues to function In 
the District of Columbia and is the current affiliate of 
the National Committee to Secure Justice for Morton Sobell 
in the Rosenberg Case. This latter organization is cited 
by the "Guide to Subversive Organizations and Publications" 
prepared by the Committee on Un-American Activities dated 
January 2, 1957# as follows: 

' "l. Following the execution of atomic spies 

Ethel and Julius Rosenborg in J\ine, 1953# 
the "Communist campaign assumed a different 
emphasis. Its major effort centered upon 
Morton Sobell," the Rosenborgs* codefendaht. 

The National Cornmittee to Secure Justice in 
the Rosenberg Case-a Communist front which 
had been conducting the campaign in the 
United States-was reconstituted as the 
National Rosenberg-Sobell Committee at a 
conference in Chicago in October, 1953# and 
"then as the National Committee to Secure 
Justice for Morton Sobell in the Rosenberg 
Case," National headquarters remained at 
10^0 6th Avenue, New York City. Co-chairmen 
of the newest organization were Daniel Marshall 
and Joseph Brainin, 

(Committee on Un-American Activities, Re- 
port, "Trial by Treason: The National Com- 
mittee to Secure Justice for the Rosenbergs 
and Morton Sobell," August 25, 1956, pp. 
llB and 120; also cited in Annual Report

Regarding the PPDC, it is to be noted that an 
informant on January 31, 1955, Identified the leaders of 
the PPDC as of that date as either CP members o.: CP sympathizers.
